mountainous, it is literally true; as 
to moonshiners and feudists, it is not. 
In all our travels north, south and 
west we have never found better or 
more law-abiding, or temperate peo- 
ple; less ruffianism and |lrunkenness 
are found here than in my own town. 
One of the best tests of good citizen- 
ship is the consideration given to 
woman and this was in evidence all 
the way from Harlan to Christian 
county. In pure agriculture, horti- 
culture and stock-raising this part of 
Kentucky, as a whole, is not equal to 
Illinois, Indiana and Ohio, though 
there are small ares like parts of 
Warren, Allen and Simpson counties 
that are not surpassed in those 
states. In coal and timber, these 
twenty-three counties are unequaled 
east of the Mississippi river. Ken- 
tucky has too many tenants, revers- 
ing too many landlords, for best re- 
sults in agriculture and kindred pro- 
fessions. The large land companies, 
(so called mining) are a drawback to 
the extreme southeastern part of the 
state, as they have tenants exclusive- 
ly, who are not interested in wards, 
schools and churches. You cannot 
expect a tenant to be as much in- 
terested in the material develop- 
ment of a locality as the one who 
owns, lives in and operates his farm. 
These counties have opportunities in 
stock raising and fruit growing that 
are not to be found in others of the 
sisterhood of states.

NATURAL BRIDGES. 

It is commonly believed that nat- 
ural bridges, of which the natural 
bridge of Virginia is the best known 
American example, are due to the 
Tailing in of cavern roofs, leaving 
only a part to span the stream which 
the destruction of the cavern has 
brought to the surface. 

By a study of the North Adams 
natural bridge Prof. Cleland has 
i led to the conclusion that in 
this case at least the origin is quite 
different. In this case the bridge 
seems to be due to the solution of 
the limestone along a joint pis 
near the former course of Hudson 
Brook. 

At first only a small amount of 
water seeped along the joint plane. 
Nut after a while it made a channei

brook under the surface, giving 
b the bridge. WalcOtt hud previ 
ly offered a similar theory for the 
natural bridge of Virginia, and Cle-

marble, limestone, sandstone and 
lava is that outlined above.
